The hogshead market is still doing 
nothing, though there has been in 
quiry during the last week from a 
number of foreign buyers, both ss 
to old and new crop, and active 
movement in this branch is expected 
without delay. Prices range from 
$6.50 to $9 for lugs and from $9 to 
$16 for leaf. All over the black 
patch plant land is being prepared 
for the next crop, which promises to 
be a large one, if labor and weather 
conditions are at all favorable.

So many ttartMnjt *venta happened 
from day to day during th« Reign of 
Terror that th« apparition of wild doga 
In I'nrta wat commonly overlooked.

The doga, abandoned, took to the 
atreota of course, and ahortljr they be- 
gan to congregate in two packa, one 
occupying the Champa Rlyaeea. and 
one the Bola de Boulogne Boon they 
became a public danger. Carlyle pokea 
fun at Santerre, the brewer, who pro- 
poned a law that all doga should be 
hanged; he had not noticed the para- 
graph* In the new* pa pert telling how 
people had been attacked in the 
Champs Elyaees. 

At length the situation became real- 
ly grave, as Is eaally understood when 
thousands of starving animal* have to 
find subsistence in a starving city. 
Many of them were wolf hounds, and 
of powerful fighting breeds. So In 
September, 1793, drastic measures 
were taken against the Champs Ely- 
sees pack. 

Two battalions of the National 
Guard surrounded the area, leaving a 
gap toward the Rue Roynle. while mul- 
titudes of ragamuffins beat the cover. 
The game waa driven up to the Rue 
Royale to the Place Royale, where 
troops made a battle of it, firing vol- 
leys. Three days consecutively this 
operation was repeated and more 
than three thousand dogs lay In the 
place. 

A certain Qaspardln received orders 
to clear them away, and he. short of 
means, applied for the Royal equip- 
ages. It was a timely Jest, greeted 
with applause. So M. Oaspardin 
Iiackcd the dead dogs neck and heela 
In the gilded coaches as full as they 
would hold, and made a state proces- 
sion through delighted Paris.

MUSHROOM S, 000 D AND BAD 

Number of the 6,000 Fungi of 
America Are Appetising and 



Of the 6,000 fungi of the United 
States three arc poisonous, further 
three unwholesome, but the larger 
number of the rest afford as appetiz- 
ing and nutritious food as man 
could ask. In the shops cultivated 
mushrooms bring from 50 cents to 
$1 a pound. Many of the wild ones 
are finer flavored and are to be had 
for the gathering. In the city of 
Chicago alone 50,000 persons could 
dine daily on this food for the gour- 
mand without exhausting the sup- 
ply to be gathered within the mu- 
nicipal limits. Ignorance is costly! 

Six bad varieties of the mushroom 
family prevent the utilization of 
6,000 good ones — and yet it is easy 
to distinguish the poisonous kinds, 
nor difficult to identify the others. 
The trouble is that the works treat- 
ing of the fungi are rare and castly. 
hence not to be found outside of 
libraries. 

Here is a field for public interven- 
tion and some of the states have rec- 
ognized this. The state of New 
York has published a volume beau- 
tifully illustrated, describing the 
fungi found growing within its terri- 
tory. T. C. Clements, state botan- 
ist of Minnesota, has issued the 
fourth volume of "Minnesota Plant 
Studies," which deals with the 
mushrooms of that state. He de- 
scribes over 300 varieties. The 
three deadly amanitas (phalloid, 
vernal and fly) are figured and de- 
scribed, so that they could not fail 
to be recognized by any person of 
average intelligence. — Journal of 
Clinical Medicine. 
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TO FIGHT 8LEEPING SICKNESS. 

t 

England and Germany have 
agreed to co-operate in fighting the 
sleeping sickness, that mysterious 
scourge of the native African sub- 
jects of both nations. A thorough 
investigation is to be made into the 
prevalence of the sleeping sickness 
in the Qold Coast colony, the Ashan- 
ti and Northern Territory protecto- 
rates, and Tongo. Each government 
will keep the other informed of the 
prevalence of the disease in its terri- 
tory, and will treat native subjects 
of other powers without charge ; but 
each may impose restrictions on 
traffic at its frontier, and may pre- 
vent suspected sufferers from cross- 
ing its border. This arrangement 
between the two countries will con- 
tinue at least for three years, and 
may be renewed at the end of that 
period.— Youth's Companion.

IN DANGER FROM LIGHTNING 

Obaarvatorlea en Lofty Meuntalns 
Often Stmck If They Are 
Aullt In the Snow. 

One- of 1 lie greatest dangers to 
mountain observatories is from 
lightning. This wan illustrated last 
year, when the observatory on the 
summit of Mont Blanc was struck; 
one man wn« injured no badly that h« 
has since died. 

The reasonx for this danger are 
evident. The ground is frozen and 
anow is a had conductor of electric- 
ity. This particular building is of 
wood, buried in the anow. The roof 
was covered with eopper plates, but 
the copper ia not tn be blamed as the 
building wsa struck by lightning in 
1900 while building and before the 
copper was put on. 

Another Mont Blanc observatory, 
built in the snow, was struck a few 
years ago, with the resut that nails 
were forged together. This was in 
spite of a lightning rod supplied with 
a wire cable to a rock 300 yards away. 

In spite of additional lightning 
rods, the shocks continued. On one 
occasion a visiting guide reported 
that for two hours and a half he 
watched rihhons of fire passing hori- 
zontally across one of the rooms.

RADIUM IS COMMON CURE 

Its Application, Chiefly by Drlnklnfl 
and Inhalation, an Established 
Usage In Germany. 

Application of radium, chiefly by 
drinking and inhalations, has now 
^become quite an established usage in 
tnost of the German cure stations., 
iV- Frumesan, who has visited most 
of them, has likewise become firmly 
convinced of the efficaciousness of 
the radium cure through inhalations, 
and has gone to considerable expense 
to set up an installation in Paris. 
The most effective way of applying 
the cure is by means of inhalations 
of radium emanations. For this 
purpose a comfortable room has been | 
especially prepared. The doors and 
windows have been thoroughly pad- 
ded and made almost hermetically 
tight. Accommodation is provided 
for eight or ten patients, who may 
take the cure simultaneously. The 
radium emanation is provided by a 
"vollinhalatorium," a device which 
is already popular and widely used 
in Germany. The "vollinhalatori- 
um" is a sort of upright tube, stand- 
ing a yard or more high, at the bot- 
tom of which the radium is placed. 
Special currents of air arc forced up 
through the tube and convey the 
emanations of rr.dium through the 
room with the air, which is itself 
constantly renewed with a spccciaJ 
supply of oxygen.

STRIKERS ARE DETERMINED

London. Mar. 1 -Settlement of 
the threatened coal strike is yet 
afar of?. The government has not 
been able to induce all the coal own- 
ers to agree to the demand for a 
minimum wage made by the miners, 
but Premier Asquith declared to- 
night that if the principle of a mini- 
mum wage was not obtained by 
agreement it would be by other 
means. 

Fully 800,000 miners have already 
laid down their tools, and will not 
pick them up again until an agree- 
ment satisfactory to the miners' fed- 
eration is reached. The men have 
the government behind them and 
feel that victory has been won.

bill of E. B. Thompson. Repo 
representative of Rockcastle county, 
looking to the repeal of the law pro- 
hihiting the shipment of liquor into 
' Dry" territory, was killed by tha 
vote of 47 to 39. 

A bill limiting the hours of em- 
ployment of female workers in Ken 
tucky to ten hours daily was 
unanimously by the sanate. 

Senator Claude Thomas on the 
floor of the senate charged that 
representatives of the Esst Tennes- 
see Telephone Company had resorted 
to unfair tactics it. an effort to de- 
feat his bill. 

The Finn railroad bill, which pro- 
posed enlarging the powers of the 
state railroad commission, was killed 
in the House. 

Gov. McCreary signed the county 
unit bill Thursday. 

When the Bagby bill, to protect 
the mussel shell industry in the Ohio 
river, came up today. Senator . Gra- 
ham offered an amendment to in- 
clude "grub worms" along with 
mussel shells. He said unless the 
"grub worms" were protected it 
would be but a little while until the 
boys of the state would have no fish 
bait. The amendment was defeated. 
The bill passed by 16 to 12. 

The Senate has passed the bill 
creating a codes commission of three 
members to prepare amendments to 
the civil codes and report to the 
next Legislature. 

The Senate also passed bills regu- 
lating the admission of attorneys to 
the bar. regulating the introduction 
of expert testimony in civic and 
criminal cases, relating to the ad- 
vancement of cases for hearing in 
the Court of Appeals, reducing the 
number of peremptory challenges 
allowed defendants to ten in felony 
cases and three in misdemeanor 
cases, regulating the tiling of bills 
of exception, repealing
